THE MURDERER’S CONFES<ION.

My father is still alive 
and lives, or did live, the last I heard 
from him, in Atlanta, Georgia, Father 
is & psinter by trade, and was working 
there when mother died.

REQUISITIONS AND REPUBLICAN RAS 
CALITY. 


It is probably true that Kimpton is 
a patriot; but if a southern governor 
had refused to honor the requisition of 
a northern governor for a criminal, the 
loyalists of the north and the patriotic 
editors of the organs would have 
}mounted their rhetorical stilts and 
vengefully howled. In the office of 
the New York World’s “esteemed con-~ 
temporary,” the Tribune, the Nation 
would have been in deadly Peril, and 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid, clad ina pair of 
comely white duck trousers, would 
have promptly clambered to the belfry 
of the tall tower and sounded the 
alarm ; but as matters stand, not much 
fuss is made over Governor Rice’s reiu- 
sal to surrender Kimpton to the au~ 
thorities of South Carolina. A few 
“disloyal” newspe pers mutter uneasily 
in their sleep and utter vague com- 
plaints, but the stalwarts are silent over 
the matter. The truth is, Kimpton isa 
professional republican, and an attack 
upon him is an attack upon the par.y. 
If he were not a thief he would not be 
a virtuous republican, and were he less 
conspicuous as a knave, his standing in 
in the party would not be good. Goy~« 
ernor R.ce himself is a conspicuous re- 
publican, and his action is in accord 
with the principles of his organization. 

A year or two ago, the authorities of 
North Carolina made a req 1isition 
upon the governor of Florida for a crim- 
inal named Milton 8, Littlefield, who 
is weil known as one 
of the noble band of 
carpet-bag developers who drifted 
south upon the tide uf confusion, disas- 
ter and desolation that swept over this 
section after the surrender. Littlefield 
was prominent among the bond-rob- 
bers and railroad swindlers, and the 
legislature of North Carolina, when 
honest men were chosen to control 
public affairs, offered a large reward for 
his apprehension, and the governor of 
that state made a requisition upon the 
governor of Florida - Hart, if we are not 
mistaken —for the arrest of the fugitive ; 
but, strange as it may seem, just at that 
particular jancture, Littlefield was da-~ 
plicating his North Caroiina swindle 
in Florida. He had charge of the prin- 
cipal railroad of the state, 
and through his influence and 
that of his pariner—a fellow 
named Swepson—a number of bogua 
bonds were issued and negotiated in 
Europe, principally in Germany. The 
consequence was that the governor of 
Fiorida, who was himself undoubtedly 
& partner in the disgraceful speculation, 
had other uses for the North Oarolina 
criminal, and he absolutely refased to 
surrender him. Hemade some sort of 
an excuse, but did not pretend to argue 
the matter seriously. The reward of- 
fered for Littlefield is still standing, | 
but since the election of Governor 
Drew, the requisition has never been 
renewed. We allude to this matter 
here merely to show that Governor 
Rice, of Massachusetts, has a precedent 
for refusing to deliver a republican 
knave to j ustice.

He put his judgment on the statement that Cobb 
county would wipe out Cherokee’s mejority 
When it was remembered that Cherokee gave 
Felton 1,100 mejority, and Cobb 200 in round 
figures, this statement was considered wild. It 
now appears, however, that Jude Lester knew 
what he was saying when he offer d to rest his
